Canea. Feb. 1&—Th« Ruse.an, French, 


British, Italiaa and Austrian flags are 
floating over Canea today and the fact 
cansee general satisfaction here. The 
state of uncertainty which has so long 
prevailed la now at an end and the 
Christians believe themselves rid for all 
time of Mussulman rule. 


Then are 450 marines ashore and 


theee hold the best positions in the 
town. The utmost order ia maintained, 
guards are regularly mounted, and out- 
skirts of town are patrolled. 


Shortly after the landing yesterday an 


Italian officer in command of the foreign 
forces, by agreement between the naval 
commanders, issued a summons to Col- 
onel VASBOB, commander of the Greek 
army corps at Platonics, to withdraw his 
troops, and the insurgents were called 
upon to cease hostilities, ponding the de- 
cision of the powers as to the future of 
Crete. The Greek commander replied 
that be had come here with four batal- 
lona of Greek troops with orders to oc- 
cupy th« country and that he must carry 
oat his orders pending further instruc 
tions* 


The orders of ths foreign admirals being 


confined to prevent the landing of Greak 
forces at Canea, Rettmo and Hesafclion 
they conld not interfere with Yassos* 
command. Later word was sent to A. 
Krotin to notify the insurgents of the 
lOtnt occupation of Canea by the powers, 
and calling upon them to law down their 
arms.\ The insurgent leaders promised to 
consider the matter and it U understood 
they will send a delegation for that pur- 
pose to Canea. 


A great massacre IB repotted to have 


occurred at Sltlt and the Italian warship 
Daria has been hastily dispatched there. 
Halepa and vicinity is now tranquil. It 
is now reported that a strong reinforce- 
ments of Greeks will be landed in the 
island today. It la thought certain the 
next departure will be the establishing 
of the provisional Christian government 
of Crete, pending the consent of the pow- 
ers being given to the annexation of the 
island to Greece.

Details of the Occupation by the 


Powers of Oaneft. 


WELCOMED BI HE MOHAMMED4IS

London, Feb. 61. — A dispatch from 


Canca gives details of the landing from 
the foreign warships of thb force which 
occupied Canea. The debarkation oi 
of the men took place in the afternoon 
under the direction of the Italian ad 
miral, who is senior commander.

Mns- 
havir Jstnail Bey, to whom waa dele* 
gated by Berovitch Paeha, the Chris- 
tian governor of Crete,, the power* 
of government, has addressed a note tc 
the commanders of the foreign fleets 
gladly accepting the occupation 
erf 


Canea and expressing hope that Hera- 
klion, Retimo, Kisamo, Selino and 
other cities and towns in the island 
will also he occupied by the powers. 
Other prominent residents beggedthaf 
the occupation be extended over the 
entire ialaud. No information, the dis- 
patch says, can he obtained regarding 
the movements of the Greek force un 
der Col. Vaasos, which effected a land- 
ing at Platanias. Fighting is reported 
to have taken place in the vicinity ol 
Heraklion during the afternoon and 
three Mohammedan villages were* 
burned.

It 
was one petitioned for iy the Farmers' 
association of Newburr for legislation 
providing that moneys received for liquor 
licenses should be paid Qto the treasury 
of the Commonwealth. 


Representative A. E, 1 fall of Williams- 


town made an effective speech, sustain- 
ing the House committee's report to 
allow the petitioners to withdraw. Ia 
his brief speech Mr. Ha II pat forth some 
temperance ideas that * e want to reprint 
here. He end in part: 


Tbe present policy of the license cities 


and towns is to secure t ae highest license 
less possible; bnt If this motive was with- 
drawn through dsprivi ag the cities and 
towns of th* license fee-t,If they were to 
have no interest in the lees by reason of 
their beinf psid into the state treasury, 
the result would be thut the people of 
those cities and towns would gay, "As we 
do not get the benefit o f the money, we 
have no reason for striving to obtain high 
license fees," and the fees would be very 
much reduced, and 700 would not only 
have lost a larg* voorc1) of revenue, bat 
tbe lto=«ning of the li<»nse fees would 
open the door of the traffic to men of less 
character, and the resn) t would be an in- 
crease in the very evils we all wish to 
correct.
